FREELY. “The Lord 
loveth cheerful giver.” 

Much quoted Christmastide, that 
truly golden saying deserves fruitful 
meditation all the year round. lies 
the very heart Catholic teaching 
and Catholic morality. should 
find the path Heaven appreciably less straight and nar- 
row and decidedly less toilsome, could but take 
heart the significance Christian generosity. The chil- 
dren who sit our feet might well learn that virtue 
pleasant, even joyous, were they realize that generous 
love God and man the spirit the law. 

may easily happen that the zealous teacher, intent 
the letter the law, practice ignores its vitalizing 
urges upon his pupils the necessity study, 
the importance self-control and self-discipline, the ob- 
ligation hearing Mass, the habit prayer, the 
frequentation the sacraments, works penance. The 
burden his teaching is, Thus must thou do. 

And, within measure, right. this easy-going 
generation, this day neo-paganism, when the world 
seems opine that whatever distasteful evil and 
whatever easy salutary, needful that moral fiber 
strengthened and devotion duty, even unpleasant 
duty, encouraged. But misses half his work—and 
the more excellent half—if fails state precept and 
illustrate practice the spirit the law. Why must 
the distasteful thing? Not because distasteful, not 
hurts; but because should generous with 

This lesson—the key lesson Catholic life—the relig- 
ious teacher may impart with fair measure consist- 
ency. has been generous with God. True, God has 
been thousandfold more generous with him, for the 
graces and consolations the religious life are infinitely 
greater than the sacrifice made the dedicated soul. 
But the religious has been generous. has left all 
follow Christ. His all may not have been very much— 
St. Peter’s battered fishing boat and brine-soaked nets 
were slight enough themselves, but they were all St. 
Peter had. The religious has given all, actuality and 
And—if refrain from plucking back piece 
piece his offerings from the altar—he may with good grace 
preach the gospel generosity. 

Let hope that has learned that gospel. should 
have been the dearest treasure garnered him during the 
year novitiate. should have learned much 
the practice prayer, the specific obligations the 
vows, the rules and practices his institute; other 
words, the letter the law. But if—through his own fault 
the oversight those who guided his feet the ways 
peace—he has failed imbibe the lesson generosity 
which the spirit the law, then his life best 
thing routine and his teaching automatic.

put: you observe your rule merely because the 
tule, because affords you golden opportunities 
generous with God? you make the mistake, your 
own life and the lessons you seek impart, regard- 
ing mortification, penance, discipline the end instead 
intent the letter that you lose sight the spirit?

Our Divine Model, Jesus Christ, teaches every hand 
the lesson Christian generosity. was never chary 
the giving either temporal spiritual gifts. When 
fed the multitudes the fragments that remained filled

twelve baskets. The sick healed 
scores and scores. When for- 
gave sinners did whole-heart- 
edly, gladly. And the Cross, after 
passion unspeakable torment, 
shed for the very last drop His 
Most Precious Blood. 

This, His lesson generosity, let take heart. Let 
give ourselves our work, unmindful the cost. 
Let us, while not ignoring the letter the law, concern 
ourselves more, much more, with the spirit that should 
animate our observance the law. And let us, Chris- 
tian teachers, act and speak and that our pupils, 
they carry naught else from our schools, may least 
bear with them the realization that generosity dear 
unto God. 

when, not without trepidation, gaze into our profes- 
sional looking-glass? what extent does the image 
see there conform the lineaments Demonax drawn 
his friend Lucian: 

“His way was like other people’s; mounted high 
horse; was just man and citizen. indulged 
Socratic irony. But his discourse was full Attic 
grace; those who heard went away neither disgusted 
servility nor repelled ill-tempered censure, but rather 
lifted out themselves charity and encouraged more 
orderly, contented, hopeful lives.” 

Incidentally, that portrait the perfect superior, 
not? 

GENTLEMAN AND SCHOLAR. Such was Ham- 
ilton Wright Mabie whose death few weeks ago robbed 
American life and letters notable figure. Frankly

HARD CASH. writer recent issue “America” 
complains that while free Catholic colleges are out the 
question, “the fact remains that the rates charged many, 
not say most, the leading colleges and universities 
are unnecessarily high,” that many cases the fees are 
“prohibitive,” that often parents cannot afford pay the 
price demanded first-class Catholic colleges, and that 
consequence our young men and young women must en- 
roll secular institutions. 

The complaint deserves some consideration these col- 
umns, not only because are all deeply interested 
Catholic higher education, but because the same objection 
frequently urged against our academies and boarding 
schools. Has any real justification? 

cannot see that has. comparison with other pri- 
vate schools, our Catholic institutions learning—both 
secondary and collegiate rank—are almost astonishingly 
moderate their financial demands. Here and there, 
sure, find, under non-Catholic well Catholic 
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control, schools fhat cater exclusively the idle rich, but 
these may left out the reckoning. The fact remains 
that academies conducted the various sisterhoods are 
much more moderate the matter fees than are the 
secular “finishing” schools and young ladies seminaries; 
and the fond father who sends his boy the average mil- 
itary academy pays considerably more than the father 
who places his son under the care one the teaching 
brotherhoods. 
The objection has even less point when made against 
higher education. Collegiate training luxury, and 
luxuries are generally costly. But proportionately 
costly the Catholic college. Even state univer- 
sities, where tuition fees are charged, the cost board, 
lodging and incidentals heavier than the average 
Catholic college. what university town can young 
man house himself, feed himself and wash his dirty linen 
for two hundred dollars semester? the secular 
university how much more money goes for student taxa- 
tion, athletics, socials, amusements and other strictly non 
academic outlays? And for the women’s colleges, are 
the expenses heavier Trinity and St.-Mary-of-the- 
Woods than Smith and Vassar? 
unquestionably true—and one mpre than the 
Catholic educator laments the fact—that collegiate train- 
ing involves expenditure greater than many families 
can bear. The remedy for that endowments for our 
Catholic colleges and the establishment burses and 
scholarships and semi-scholarships. But when there 
comparison between the financial drain the parental 
purse made the secular institution and the Catholic 
college, there can doubt that the secular education 
costs more, and more many ways.

The Scholastic dictum, that 
there nothing the intellect 
not first the senses, 
indicates the tremendous impor- 
BROTHER LEO, tance the senses the 
scheme education the quality our sense im- 
pressions depend the color the imagination, the vitality 
the esthetic judgment, the keenness the intellect, the 
depth the emotional nature, the vigor the will. With- 
out adequate sense functioning, man could not distin- 
guish between Botticelli’s “Spring” and Cezanne’s “Apples 
Table,” Fourth Symphony and Beethov- 
en’s Fifth, Browning’s “Saul” and Brownson’s “American 
Republic.” The senses, themselves, not give man 
the highest degree power, pleasure, knowledge; 
but without the senses could possess degree 
power, pleasure knowledge. The senses are not the 
stately castle; but they are the five drawbridges that 
swing from its walls across otherwise impassable moat. 

This being so, should seem that every scheme 
education the role the senses would recognized and 
the importance sense training given the prominence 
deserves. With one notable exception, which shall name 
presently, the facts point condition exactly the re- 
verse. Some educationalists—to say nothing many edu- 
cators—confound sense training with utilitarian voca- 
tional preparation and gravely assure that all need 
set boy carving wood drilling holes. Others, 
like the art enthusiasts, try make believe that color- 
discrimination the one thing necessary,—in other words, 
that partially training thé sense sight you all 
that need done and that the other senses will take care 
themselves. And after that comes the ascetic type 
theorist who, convinced—and course very correctly— 
that through the senses cometh much that evil, draws 
the utterly illogical conclusion that sense training should 
take the form rigorous sense suppression. 

The Catholic Church, following the footsteps her 
Divine Founder, has been the one world educationist and 
educator insist upon the well-rounded and fruitful 
training the senses. She has been lavish—say her ene- 
mies scandalously lavish—in her sensuous appeal. Her 
and stained-glass windows and lights and gorge- 
ous vestments delight the sense vision; her music and 
sonorous chant enrapture the ear her satin and velvet 
and fine linen gratify the sense touch; her flowers and 
her incense ravish the sense smell; the bread and wine 
her most solemn mystery—as well her insistence 
the associations implied the word feast—cater the 
sense taste. Her impressive liturgy seems cry aloud: 
“God has given you your senses order that the innocent 
and legitimate gratification them may draw your mind 
the contemplation the Infinite Truth and your heart 
union with the Infinite Love.” The glorious message 
sursum corda she delivers through the chant vest- 
mented minister with the bread and wine beneath his eyes 
smoke the fragrant censer coiling about his 

ead.

the leading principle sense training: use the senses; 
use them, however, not end themselves, but 
means higher things. 

the other hand, the Protestant tradition, oddly 
enough, based the false and narrowing ascetic prin- 
ciple not using the senses. Hence, Protestantism has 
broken the images and painted out the pictures and dis- 
carded the dramatic ceremonial and plucked the vestments 
from the clergyman’s back. has favored lowering the 
eyelids prayer casting the whites the eyes. Its 
chant has degenerated into nasal, psalm-singing drone. 
Even its architecture tends make the church resemble 
barn bank office-building rather than dis- 
tinctively ecclesiastical edifice. And like the devil him- 
self, fears mightily the touch holy water and the 
vision the Cross. 

Not even paganism was quite bad that. The edu- 
cational principle lying behind the practice paganism 
freely recognized the needs the senses; but did not 
beyond the actual sense enjoyment. The dance 
Dionysus was indulged for the sake the dance; the 
temple Apollo appealed the eye, but went farther 
than the eye. The pagan, like the Catholic, employed 
his ritual song and color and processional march, colored 
vestments and wherewith eat and drink; but, unlike the 


Catholic, the pagan delighted sensuous pleasure 


end itself. Paganism says, abuse the senses; Protest- 
antism says, deny the senses; Catholicism says, use the 
senses majorem Dei gloriam. And so, the training 
the senses the spirit the Catholic Church offers and 
exemplifies the golden mean. 

Yes, the golden mean, wherein virtue lies. And, ac- 
cordingly, Catholicism which furnishes the teacher 
with the only reliable direction and inspiration. History 
the one hand, psychology the other, make clear 
that the senses become instruments moral evil under 
two-sets circumstances: when they are suppressed, 
stunted suffered remain undeveloped; when they 
are over-refined, indulged excess, made end and not 
means. 

How the Catholic theory and practice sense training 
contributed toward the progress art appreciation and 
Christian civilization Europe strikingly indicated 
non-Catholic, Mr. Willard Huntington Wright, his 
recent volume, “The Creative WilL” says (page 49): 

“There doubt that the Catholic Church has done 
more than any other one institution disseminate the 
beauties For centuries the early Church com- 
missioned artists make its shrines and cathedrals 
places whose influence would one calm beauty and 
beatific harmony. The people were unable escape 
from the power that beauty, and, succumbing, they 
grew feel the deep need those moments religious 
service when they could leave the world, with its discords 
and crudities, behind, and bask almost supra-mun- 
dane peace. Furthermore, the prelates, who are the living 
examples others, represented the pinnacle culture 
their day. Their friends were men taste and intelli- 
gence, and encouraging the creation beauty they 
set criterion connoisseurship which, whether right 
wrong its details, was superior calibre. Generations 
such conditions bore their inevitable fruit, giving the 
Titans the Renaissance. The rites and ceremonies 
the Catholic Church, which amount great pageants 
visual well spiritual beauty, have had 
influence the imagination and thought its devotees.” 

And Mr. Wright, drawing contrast between the Cath- 
olic and the Protestant attitude toward sense training, 
minds (pages 71-2) that while “the Dutch chose Prot- 
estantism, torm religion from which external and 
sensuous beauty had been eliminated,” the Belgians, 
Catholics, more sensuous, more joyous than the 
Dutch. They saw images through the eyes Catholi- 
Their lives were filled with pomp and show and 
parade; even their forms worship were external and 
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decorative. Consequently their art, while realistic, was 
more exalted and sensuous, filled with spirit freedom 
and infused with philosophic thought.” 

the light the Catholic attitude toward the senses— 
rendered all the more luminous its contrast with the 
attitudes paganism and Protestantism—we are now war- 
ranted drawing some practical applications the train- 
ing the senses the classroom. 

teaching, appeal many the senses pos- 
sible. The senses can developed only through exercise, 
and rightly developed only through carefully directed ex- 
Hence the teacher should make frequent use 
pictures; and when possible colored pictures; should 
not only let the pupils hear about things, but see them, 
and practicable, handle them, smell them and taste 
them. And should encourage the pupils formulate 
written and spoken words, and means diagrams, 
drawings and clay models, the impressions received. One 
interesting exercise determine whether given book 
has been manufactured England America 
smelling the glue which fastens the pages the back;

Let them learn from experimentation the 
desirable qualities singing and speaking. 

Cultivate appreciation good music. these days

the A., July, 1916, and appearing “The School 
Board Journal,” Rathmann, Assistant Superintendent 
Schools, St. Louis, Mo., said part: 

“As far possible men are taught become wise, 
not books, but the heavens, the earth, oaks and 


beeches, that is, they must learn know and examine 


things themselves and not the testifmony and observations 
others about the things.” 

Thus wrote Amos Comenius almost 300 years ago. This 
doctrine, forgotten for centuries, being recognized again 
rapidly finding its way into the schools our coun-

LESSON TYPES HOGS 


Purpose the Lesson: teach pupils the char- 

acteristics the lard and bacon types hogs. 
II. Analysis Subject Matter: 

General appearance. 

Head and neck. 

Forequarters. 

Body. 


III. Method Presentation: 


The method study should largely the same 
with horses and sheep. The first step arouse 
interest. The lesson given the textbook should 
supplemented with questions similar those asked 
sheep. The adaptation the hog the life leads 
should mentioned. built close the ground, 
allowing accumulation weight flesh and fat. His 
eyes are low set and the snout strong, which indi- 
cate that well adapted ground feeding habits. 
Recall that hogs are found wild state today. Re- 
view the lesson care hogs given the text- 
book. Teach the names the parts use drawings 
and pictures. 


There are two types hogs: the lard type 
and the bacon type. the two types are seldom owned 
the same person, will necessary study them 
separately. hogs are usually confined small 
spaces, will easy study them close range. 
The first outdoor lesson should demonstration 
lesson which the teacher diretts the pupils their 
observations. pupil should study the hog 
whole and then consider particular characteristics, the 
teacher directing, questioning, illustrating and compar- 
ing. Later the judging contest will indicate whether 
the points are thoroly understood. 

Let first consider the lard type. Ask different 
pupils estimate the weight. Few hogs killed the 
average farm weigh 300 pounds twelve months 
age. Next look the general quality and condition. 
there liberal amount smooth hair which neither 
too coarse nor too fine? Fine hair indicates what? 
(Lack strong constitution.) you find any long, 
heavy bristles along the back? What would these indi- 
cate? (Coarse grained meat.) Coarse hair and coarse 
bone together. How does the size the head and 
ears compare with the size the body? this in- 
dication quality? (Yes.) you find any seams 
creases the body, especially about the neck? What 
disadvantage would these be? (Hard remove the 
hair; would indicate uneven fleshing.) Notice the 
build. (Compact, deep chested and round ribbed.) Ex- 
amine the color the skin healthy appearance. 
Look next the head and neck. What you ob- 
serve the character and feeding capacity indi- 
cated the head? Note the width the head between 
the eyes. you find wrinkles about the cheeks? Ex- 
amine the eyes and ears. (Eyes small and not hidden 
fat. Ears fine and well attached.) What are the 
characteristics the neck? (Short and thick, blending 


into the shoulders.) Consider next the 
Describe their appearance. (Level top, well packed 
with flesh, broad and deep.) Describe the breast. (Wide 
and roomy.) Note the short, straight, strong legs with 
well marked bone. Study carefully the body, bringing 
out the broad back, slightly arched; even 
distribution flesh; loin wide and thick; the sides deep 
but not too long; smooth appearance, the underline 
running nearly parallel with the top line. 

The hams the hindquarters are most important. 
Describe them. (Wide, plump, full, and extend well 
down the hock.) Note that the hind legs are short, 
strong and well apart. Pasterns short and straight. 
this point one pupil should make rapid survey the 
entire animal. 

The study the bacon type should similar 
that the lard type. This type differs from the first 
certain marked characteristics. Unless care taken 
pupils will consider the bacon type deficient, since these 
characteristics are prominent. Bacon, long me- 
dium-thin layers are desired. must look 
the sides for this particular kind meat. the ani- 
mal too fleshy, the bacon will contain too much fat. 
The broad back seen the lard type not desired 
the bacon type. This would indicate too much fat. 
Muscle and not fat desired. Compare the shoulders 
and necks the two types. (Smooth but not heavy; 
neck more narrow; chest narrower and legs longer.) 
Note the comparatively thin ham. The belly not 
full and well developed the lard type. brief, 
may say that the bacon type “narrow, long- 
bodied, smooth-sided, long-legged hog.” Fat 
found abundance.

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WHO SHOULD PAY FOR “DESK COPIES” 
SCHOOL TEXTBOOKS? 

There has long been vogue the questionable prac- 
tice the part school people and school board mem- 
bers insisting that publishers, whose textbooks are 
used, shall furnish free desk copies for all teachers 
classes using the books. twin sister this evil 
the other practice requiring publishers make 
out and out donation sample books copy for each 
member board committee) for examination, with 
view introduction. The growing tendency some 
quarters demand these favors comes near savoring 
holdup methods, and The School Century believes the 
practice should discouraged every way possible 
the educational public. refreshing learn that 
there school board which has come 
understand the ethics the situation. The Joliet, 
Illinois, Township High School Board recently took 
distinct step forward this matter adopting the 
following resolution: 


“The Board Education the Joliet Township High School, 
recognizing that new occasions are very rapid and unbidden, and that 
corresponding changes established procedure must come, passed 
the resolution below, recommendation the Superintendent, 
take effect January 1917. 


“Resolved: That, inasmuch wish keep abreast current 
movements and procedure, the light reflected from our immediate 
environments, the Board of Education shall henceforth purchase all 
desk copies needed teachers, and that such books shall remain the 
property the school and charge the librarian the school. 
(Signed) Stanley Brown, 
Superintendent Township High School and Junior College.” 

This policy should adopted every school board 
the United States. There more reason why pub- 
lishers textbooks should furnish free desk copies for 
schools than that they should furnish desk chair free 
for each schoolroom. plainly the province 
the school board, and should its duty, buy the 
necessary equipment for the schoolroom, which should 
include desk copy each particular series text- 
books use that school. This expense should not 
foisted upon the teacher, neither should put upon 
the publisher. Self-respecting school men ought in- 
sist this reform. 

Under the questionable practice vogue, matter 
how few the number copies particular text may 
use, the publisher asked, not demanded, 
furnish free desk copy for the teacher. does not 
matter whether cent textbook $1.50 text- 
book. This might appear for 
single school, but when considered that this request 
comes from thousands and tens thousands schools, 
the problem becomes momentous. Just now this cus- 
tom much more serious problem the textbook 
publishers than heretofore, because the great war has 
put the prices paper, ink, and binding material, 
that they are compelled pay nearly three times 
much for the material going into the make-up text- 
book heretofore. publishers furnish most text- 
books contract prices periods three five 
years, and prices are also fixed law some states, 
they can not help themselves the present serious 
crisis prices which they are facing. The cost 
publishing has increased enormously, and this time 
there often little profit left the sale many 
books. The publisher does not have the recourse that 
‘comes those who deal commodities, who can 
change prices over night. the duty now users 


school texts their part cutting off needless 
expense the publisher, and this matter furnishing 


free sample desk copies has grown enormous 
expense with publishers. This expense should saved 
the interests maintaining the present low prices 
textbooks. 


the matter free sample copies with view 
introduction,” boards education and members spe- 
cial committees frequently acquire very considerable 
number such sample books. The ethics the sit- 
uation demand that these sample copies, after they 
have served their purpose, should returned the 
publishers, whether the books are adopted not. Cer- 
tainly they should not kept the private property 
the board members committee members who re- 
ceive them for inspection. some quarters there 
regular system vogue purchasing these sample 
textbooks from boards and committees and dispos- 
ing them thru book brokers. all part

Some teachers and some school board mem- 
bers have become notorious professional beggars 
free samples school textbooks, periodically selling 
the books thus collected the book brokers. Samples 
have been requested cases where there was pros- 
pect introduction. few cases arrests have 
been made for getting books under false pretenses. 
high time this practice were abolished. Organized ef- 
fort the part superintendents and principals would 
long way correct practice which, say 
the least, very unworthy one.

PHYSICAL TRAINING TEACHERS DEMAND

The Winona Plan for Parochial Schools 

Under the title the “Winona Plan,” announcements 
were sent out last spring the Right Reverend Patrick 
Richard Heffron all the parochial schools the dio- 
cese Winona, outlining the proposed method bring- 
ing all the parochial elementary and high schools the 
diocese high standard uniform excellence. 

The Winona Plan proposes the following conditions: 
(1) Certifications teachers elementary and high 
schools. (2) General uniformity content the subjects 
within the curricula. (3) General uniformity methods 
instruction. (4) General uniformity the keeping 
school records. (5) General uniformity text-books 
far may feasible advisable. 

happens that Minnesota the rulings the State 
Department Education with reference the standardi- 
zation schools are definate, comprehensive, judicious 
and sane. The rulings cover (1) training teachers; 
(2) courses study; (3) school buildings and (4) equip- 
ment. Winona Plan for Parochial Schools proposed 
take the rulings the State Department and adapt 


them far advisable the parochial schools 
diocese, 


Teachers 

With reference the training teachers the State re- 
quires for elementary-school teachers high-school course 
siipplemented two years normal work. For high- 
school teachers, the requirement degree from uni- 
versity college endorsed the State Department. 
teacher may hold her position unless her training has been 
endorsed the State Department’s certificate. The cer- 
tificate for elementary-school teachers granted all 
who pass successful State examinations the common 
branches, ten high-school branches—mathematics, two 
courses; science, three courses; history, three courses; 
English, two courses—and four professional branches, 
pedagogy, psychology, history education, school organi- 
zation and law. The certificate for high-school teachers 
granted without examination applicants who hold 
liberal-arts degree from approved institution. 

The Winona Plan for Parochial Schools provides that 
every teacher the parochial schools the diocese earn 
the special certificate required for the grade work she 
teaching. 

Summer School for Sisters 

the Summer School conducted for the Sisters the 
diocese the College St. Teresa, provision was made 
for reviewing the various branches preparatory taking 
the State examinotions. representative the State 
Department Education came the close the Summer 
Session and conducted the examinations for three days. 
One hundred and forty-nine Sisters took the examinations 
for State certificates. 

the close the Summer Session all the Sisters 
teaching the diocesan schools, and all the pastors con- 
ducting parochial schools, were present the Institute 
directed the Right Reverend Bishop. The various 
points the Plan were submitted the assembly for 
thorough discussion. The recommendations the Plan 
were enthusiastically endorsed pastors and Sisters. 
order insure the successful inception points II, III, 
and uniformity course content, methods and text- 
books, the Right Reverend Bishop appointed advisory 
committee under whose direction these points will 
worked out gradually the various schools with the least 
possible violence existing conditions. The uniform re- 
cord books were presented the Bishop the principals 
the various schools. The uniform record books were 
the diocesan schools during the past year. 
Each set consists three books, one marks, 
for the elementary school; one for monthly 
marks, loose-leaf, for the high school; and bound book 
for recording semester standings and final examination 
marks.

Does the study Christian doctrine merely mean

There old and well-founded belief that restless- 
ness and inattention the part the pupil is, great 
extent, the fault the teacher Perhaps there in- 
sufficient command the matter hand, lack 
love the work, sympathetic understanding 
the difficulties the child.

This 
undesirable result, however, may avoided large meas- 
ure explaining the pupil, who usually age 
understand, the physiological phenomena question and 
pointing out the fact that his present undesirablle con- 
dition likely terminate few years and followed 
period facile mental achievement.
